44 To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of the States of North-Ca~ 
rolina and Tennessee . 

44 In pursuance to the wish heretofore expressed, the Grand 
Master lays before this Grand Lodge, such abst*acts from various 
communications produced to him by the Grand Secretary, having 
been deceived since the last annual communication, as appear to 
require the particular attention of the Lodge. These are very few, 
viz. The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania have disapproved of the 
new Grand Lodge of South-Carolina, as appears more fully by the 
Minutes of their proceedings at the Grand Quarterly Communi- 
cation, 3d December 5810. 

44 The Grand Lodge of Virginia, at their Annual Communica- 
tion in the same month, still adhere to the opinion expressed in. 
Dec’r. 1800, respecting the subject of a National GiandLodge ; 
but have passed Resolutions well worthy the attention cf this 
Grand Lodge, one of which expresses an opinion that it is extreme- 
ly expedient and proper, that a Grand Convention of Masons should 
be convened at Washington, for the purposecf recommending an 
uniform mode of carrying on the Great Work ot the Craft in the 
diffeient degrees ol Entered Apprentice, Fellow Craft, and Mas- 
ter Mason. 

44 The said Grand Lodge of Virginia have also by a Resolution, 
expressed their opinion unanimously, that the complaint of this 
Lodge against the Grand Lodge of Kentucky for constituting by 
Charter a Lodge or Lodges within our jurisdiction, appears to be 
well founded, and by another unanimous Resolution recommend* 
*d that the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, harmonise with the Grand 
Lodge of North- Carolina and Tennessee, by recalling or with- 
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drawing the Charter or Charters, alledged to have improperly in- 
terfered with our rights.

A convention of Ancient York Masons, consisting of a delega- 
tion from all the Lodges in this State working under your juris- 
diction, having convened at Knoxville on the second day of De- 
cember, A L. 5811, A. D. 1811, pu«suanttoa request of Hi- 
ram Lodge No. 55 of North-Carolina, and No. 7 of Tennessee* 
aftci the most mature deliberation on the situation of the frater- 
nity in the state of Tennessee, have decided that the state of so- 
ciety, the number ol Lodges and the interest of the craft require 
the establishment of a Grraiid Lodge in the State. Not wishing* 
however, to take so important a step without the approbation of 
our mother Lodge, we have had a view to hei wishes (so far as 
we could anticipate them from communications heretofore recei- 
ved) in all our proceedings. 

We believe that we are ripe forthe important change contem- 
plated and that the fraternity generally, throughout the state, will 
receive a valuable acquisition of members from the establish- 
ment of a General Lodge here, and other valuable Lodges will be 
planted in various parts of the State, whereby the laudable prin- 
ciples of our Order will be disseminated, the craft advanced and 
many valuable links added to the Iraternal chain. 

The necessity of the measure is strongly pointed out by our 
remote situation from our parent Lodge. 

The salutary lectures, admonitions and advices of our Grand 
Master are not so well calculated tc reclaim thoughtless Brethren 
(of whom alas all societies have some) from aberrations which 
border closely on indiscretion, from indiscretions nearly alfed 
to folly and vice, when administered through the medium of a 
proxy as they would be provided they came to us immediately 
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from our Grand Master himself or some other valuable menibet 
of the Grand Lodge.

We cannot conclude this address without bringing a sincere 
tribute to the altar of gratitude by the unfeigned expression of 
our high sense of the paternal patronage extended to the craft in 
oui land. We hope we have brought an acceptable offering.
